CONSOLIDATING TAX ARREARS 


of 
property to liquidate any 
arrears of taxes, and also to give bet- 
Ler opportunity to those whose lands 
may have passed under the tax re- 
covery act, to regain title or at least | 
protect their property from sale, the | 
provisions of the new tax consolida- | 
tion actjpassed at the last session of | 
legislature,have now been brought in- 
to effect,and may be taken advantage 
of. The act provides for arrears of 
taxes of more than a years standing, 
as at the beginning of 1938, to be con- 
solidated and payments made in six 
annul! instalments, each to be paid 
not later than Devember 15 in each 
year, The first instalment is to be 
ten per cent of the consolidated ar- 
rears, the second ten per cent. and 
the third 15 per cent, the fourth 20 
per cent., the fifth 20 per cent., ana 
the sixth 25 per cent. Those wishing 
to avail themselves of the advantages 
of the act must apply in waiting to 
the municipality before October 1, 
Owmers of land whose taxes were con- 
solidated undey acts of 1951 and 1932 
may come under the new agreement 
by making application up to Ovcto- 
ber 1b. The instalments collected 
under the new system will be pro- 
rated among the various taxing 
authorities involved. The new act 
proivdes also foy certain discounts on | 
the payments of the instalments of | 
arrears as follows: For arrears of | 
six years and more 26 per cent., ar | 
rears of five years, 22 per cent, of | 
four years 18 per cent., of tliree years | 
14 per cent., and of two years nine | 
per These discounts will be 
computed, not on the total amount | 
of the consolidation, but separately 
on each (lass of tax involved, That 
is, if the portion of the consolidated 
amount is due on supplementary rey- 
enue is in arrears for six years, then 
the 26 per cent discount applies, but 
if that portion of the total which ap-

This ap- 
plies to owners of two arrears or more 
A special additional discount of four 
per cent is allowed those who can pay 
the entire consolidated sum in one 
payment, this discount being comput- 
ed on the net amount of arrears due, 
after other discounts have been de- 
ducted. 


PICNICS YEAIRS 
AGO ALWAYS 
ENJOYABLE AFFAIR 


(BY JOHN GLAMBECK) 
The fizst picnic ever-held south of 
the river was held in 1907 at Wm, 
Brown’s ranch, Queenstown, Browns’ 
in those days jwas the general head 
quarters for all doings. Mr. Brown 


| kept the post office for the whole dis- 


trict, the store and lumber year, and 
if you wanted to hear any: news or 
gossip you went to Browns’ and evry 
new setiler coming in stopped there 
first. 

Frank Robertson 'was one of the lead- 
ing lights in those days and Frank 
being a good Yank, although born 
a Scotchman, had the picnic set for 
the Fourth of July, 

I have forgotten whether I had been 
informed about the picnic or forgotten 
all about it, but at any rate I went to 
Browns’ after my mail in the after- 
noon and found quite a gathering, 
mostly from the west side of the lake. 
One thing I noticed in particular was 
a stand where several kegs of beer 
was being handed around by one of 
the settlers, who perhaps had had 
nothing to drink but slough water in 
the early summer, had imbibed a 
little too freely of the beer and he- 
came fighting mad, offering to lick 
al] the Scots and Canadians with Nor- 
weigans thrown in, In order to avoid 
trouble the picnic committee had to 
tie this man up in one of Browns’ 
gvanaries and after sleeping off the 
jag had again become the good fellow 
he usually was, 

I do not remember if there were 
any picnics in 1908-09, but in 1910, 
when the Queenstown U, F| A. Local 
was organized a big picnic celebration 
took place on July 12th, a little south 


| of the ferry and for several years ple- 


nics were held at that place. 

These early picnics wer great events 
Nobody had cars in those days but 
everybody seems to have got anew 
democrat for the occasion and in 
the forenoon, between 7 and 11 o'- 
clock you could see long streaks of 
dust arising from people going to the 
picnic over the various trails. There 
were ball games and races, the picnic 
committee had been working most of 
the night before building a bower 


hoe 
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for the sale of soft drinks and hot 


dogs. 
An how the young people did en- 
joy those picnic dances. The floor 


was not always even, as some of the 
boards might be a little higher then 
others but nobody noticed the dif- 
ference and it was safe to say that 
there were many aching hearts after 
the ball or picnic. 

Bill Durston as marshall at thiose 
early picnics cut quite a figure on 
his fiery charger and we used to think 
it was not a real picnic unles we saw 
Bill on horseback, 

Wihen the Cluny bridge was built 
the picnic place was changed to a nice 
flat on the north side of the river, 
but it was such a hard place to find 
that some of the farmers are still 
hunting for it. 

After the municipality was formed 
several U, BF, A. Locals arranged for 
a joint picnic. Those people to the 
west argued the river was too far a- 
way for them to go and so Lake Me- 
Gregor Park was substituted for the 
river, One argument in favor of it 
was that the evening dance could be 
held in the U. F, A, hall at Milo, For 
some years those Lake McGregor pic-

over $130,000, The shipment made wp 
a full trainload of 45 cars, The Two 
Bar ranch has long: been noted in 
Western Canada for the fine class of 
horses raised on it and locally it is 
regretted to sce it depleted of all 
horses, only Mexicans and mules be- 
ing le ft on it, 

The 2H vanch, owned by McHugh & 
Sons old five carloads of very choice 
heavy beef steers, The price realized 
was $38.25 per cwt. The animals 
were shipped to Edmonton and it is 
understod the beef is for use on th 
C. P. R. dinning cars. The cattle 
were trailed from the ranch to Calgary 
a fifty mile trip and average the 
Weight of 1,415, The catch weight of 
one ster was 1,965 pounds.

There are, of course, many minor matters of policy to which Canadians 
ean direct their attention and bring about certain domestic readjustments 
and improvements. But the basic cause of the trouble is beyond our individ- 
ual control; it is international in its causes and scope, and it must be dealt 
with internationally,—not by one but by all nations. For example, Canada 
has just negotated a new trade treaty with France in an endeavour to im- 
prove trade relations between the two countries. Above all things Canada 
desired to secure a larger market in France for wheat, the greatest single 
item in our export trade. We could not get it. Why? Because, as Hon. C. H. 
Cahan, who negotiated the treaty on behalf of Canada, told the House of 
Commons, “there is not the slightest intention on the part of the French 
Government to allow foreign wheat to come into France which will interfere 
with domestic production.” And the reason is France’s fear of war and her 
determination to be in a position to feed her own people. And what is true of 
France is true of Germany, Italy, Spain, and many other European coun- 
tries to which Canada formerly sold large quantities of wheat. Canada can- 
not change this attitude, but it can be changed by international accord which 
will remove the threat of war. 

It is because our chief hope lies in the international arena that we in 
Canada, as a great trading nation, have reason to rejoice because of the mes- 
sage addressed by President Roosevelt direct to the heads of all govern- 
ments throughout the world, kings, presidents and potentates of the forty- 
four nations to be represented at the World's Economic Conference in Lon- 
don in June, a message that has been hailed as a great document. 


We would like to reproduce that message in full, but space will not per- 


mit. Having already succeeded in bringing about a world tariff truce pend- 
ing the assembling of the London Conference, President Roosevelt in his 
message called for a further truce providing that no armed troops whatso- 
ever should hereafter cross any frontier save when a neighbor had offended

Cargoes Through Panama 
Canal Highest Since 1929 

In November, 1932, 

wheat shipments through the Panama 

Canal aggregated 253,246 tons and 

constituted the highest tonnage for

month. Shipments in December, 
1932, were the highest since Febru-

and 211,626 respectively. This indi- 
cates the tapering off of a heavy sea- 
sonal movement. In both of these

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Indian Population 
Increasing 


Better Health Measures Taken To 
Control Disease 

There are about 110,000 Indians in 
Canada, and acording to Dr. EB. L. 
Stone, director of the medical service 
of the Department of Indian Affairs, 
their number is increasing. This fact 
is contrary to many statements and 
to general belief, and is due to the 
better health conditions which have 
prevailed during the past few years. 
At present there are two very ag- 
gressive campaigns in effect, one 
against smallpox and one egainst tra- 
“ choma, besides the general policy cf 
maintaining careful and adequate 
services in the form of hospitals, field 
hurses, and agency rationing to pzre- 
vent malnutrition. The prevention of 
disease is playing important a 
part as its cure; and though Indians 
seem especially susceptible to certain 
diseases, such as fuberculosis in its 
many forms, insistent governmental 


as 


care is having noticeably good re- 
sults. 
While there may be sentimental 


and humanitarian reaons forso much 
help being given to-Indians, an eve. 
more obvious reason the prac- 
ticality of keeping a high standard of 
health over no inconsiderable area of 
Canada, Great numbers of the Indians 
are scattered across the Northland, 
which is now coming under intensive 
economic development, and the im- 
portance of eliminating the dangers 
of widespread epidemics is only com- 
mon sense. So the work of the medi- 
cal service of the Department of In- 
dian Affairs deserves recognition; and 
because of the inherent difficulties in 
impressing on backward peoples the 
need of hygienic safeguards, it de- 
serves sympathy.—Winnipeg Free
